Ill or Morally Weak? 


One of the nation’s leading 
experts on alcoholism, Dr. E. J. 
McGoldrick, of the N. Y. City 
alcoholic rehabilitation —_center, 
charges that it is nonsense to con- 
sider alcoholism simply as an ill- 
ness. Speaking before the second 
annual Institute of Scientific Studies 
for the Prevention of Alcoholism, 
Dr. McGoldrick said, “The fellow 
who drinks to excess deliberately 
takes that as a way of escape from 
responsibility . . . There is really 
no such thing as an alcoholic who 
is compelled to drink.”” Dr. McGold- 
rick, who propably had wider ex- 
perience in dealing with alcohol- 
ism than any other medical prac- 
titioner, continued “To say that the 
alcoholic is sick gives the alcoholic 
a ready-made justification for his 
drinking, for his weakness and re- 
fusal to face up to his responsibili- 
ties. The result is more drinking 
and more alcoholics. The alcoholic 
drinks because of the way he 
thinks,” Dr. McGoldrick conclud- 
ed. “Change his thinking and you 
eliminate his drinking. What the 
alcoholic needs first of all is not 
medicine or to be treated like a sick 
man; he needs a new sincerity of 
purpose.” 

Dr. McGoldrick’s views clash 
with the attitude carefully culti- 
vated by the alcoholic beverage in- 
dustry which claims that people 
who drink too much are just sick. 
Thus the industry escapes blame for 
the huge increase of alcoholism. 

RESPONSIBILITY: Dr. Robert 
V. Seliger, psychiatrist at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, states, “It is my 
personal conviction that our social 
drinkers as a group actually cause 
more trouble of more kinds than 
true alcoholics.” The Mayo Clinic 
has found that three out of every 
ten persons who start drinking with 
the best intentions will get into 
trouble. Moderate drinking often 
impairs judgment, causes accidents 
and altercations. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


CLIPSING OTHER NEWS is the United Nations action in condemn- 

ing Russia for the suppression of the spontaneous freedom move- 

ment in Hungary. The score of 60 to 10 in the Assembly vote constitutes 

a great victory for moral force and will have a devastating effect on the 

Kremlin’s prestige. The victory was a surprise to both the friends and 
enemies of the UN. 

UN DETRACTORS, anticipating failure for the condemnation 
vote, were prepared to launch a final defamation campaign against the 
UN for its weaknesses, “pro-Communist” influences and overall futility. 
Friends of the UN were discouraged also, because the U. S. position had 
been sorely compromised by the plight of Negroes who were being 
hounded in the U. S. for seeking basic freedoms. 

TRUTH TRIUMPHED, however, for, when the U. S. position 
was embarrassed, out from behind came the 59 other nations who sensed 
the strategic meaning of the moment: A great power had used armed 
force to subjugate a small country; if the small nations did not rally to- 
gether, submerging their differences, to lift the shield and sword of moral 
force in the world, hope was gone. That section of the press that misses 
no chance to snipe at the UN was taken unawares; they ditched the story 
into the back pages and grumbled because the UN had not acted sooner. 
When this news reaches Russians in the street, who have heard little about 
Hungary, the Kremlin tyrants will be in trouble. The voice of humanity 
cannot be suppressed. This achievement of the UN provides a new fresh 
start for peace through international cooperation. 


HE FACE OF HATE was seen by the American people as seldom 
before, in the recent integration flare-ups. Here are the elements 
that will live in history: 

POLITICS TAKES THE PLACE OF PRINCIPLE. Hosts of white 
Southerners realize that integration must come and would prepare for it 
constructively through education and moral growth. Many politicians, 
especially in the South, ignore this responsibility; they especially ignore 
the influential white minority who are the vanguard of progress in the 
South, when they play to the rabble where vote strength concentrates. 

THIS SELL-OUT OF MORAL PRINCIPLE for votes was cou- 
pled with a cunning plot in Little Rock to establish a precedent wherein 
State authorities might nullify Federal law. There is firm evidence that 
the Governor of Georgia plotted the Little Rock fracas in advance with 
Gov. Faubus for this purpose. (In view of Gov. Faubus’ past record as a 
man of some tolerance and moderation, there is good reason to believe 
that Gov. Griffin of Georgia did some arm-twisting.) The whole affair 
was phoney from the start, for the Littlke Rock move was obviously not 
intended to prevent integration per se, or to introduce a new strange 
method of preventing disorder by calling out the National Guard before 
there was any sign of disorder. But if the Governor of Arkansas could 
have demonstrated that the National Guard could be used to nullify 
Federal law, then the Supreme Court and the White House would be 
made to appear impotent and ridiculous. Little Rock was chosen because 
it was in a border state; if the precedent could be established there, then 
Gov. Griffin and other Deep South leaders could move with impunity. 

LITTLE ROCK WAS BETRAYED, for integration there had 


been carefully planned —to begin small, build up gradually and with

“— and where would I stand, 
if I lived in Arkansas today?” 
During the crisis over integration 
in the Little Rock schools, many 
Christian leaders in Arkansas have 
spoken out courageously in protest. 
For example: 


A prominent plantation owner, 
David Fitzhugh, former mayor of 
Augusta and _ identified among 
Arkansans as a “delta aristocrat,” 
paid for a display ad in the leading 
newspaper of Little Rock, the Gaz- 
ette. The ad re-ran a photograph 
of a Negro girl walking away, 
quietly and with dignity, from the 
high school, while white girls jeer- 
ed, their faces contorted with snarls. 
The copy in the ad read, “If you 
live in Arkansas, study this picture 
and know shame. When hate is un- 
leased and bigotry finds a voice, 
God help us all.” 


The editor of the Gazette, Harry 
Ashmore, has been a_ powerful 
force in maintaining a climate of 
calm and tolerance during this cru- 
cial period, his front page editorials 
infuriating the White Citizens 
Councils but reflecting the views 
of many Southerners who see that 
a quiet social revolution has taken 
place as one-party rule disappears, 
urban life overshadows rural life, 
the color line crumbles. He thinks 
too much energy is wasted on seg- 
regation issues, believes the South 
should think more of its industrial 
development. “All my life, Southern 
leadership has argued over where 
a man should sit on a street car. I 
feel it’s more important to think of 
our place in the atomic age.” 


In the “Letters to the Editor” col- 
umn in the local papers, here are 
typical comments from readers: ““We 
who constitute the great but silent 
majority in Arkansas, people of 
moderation and reasonable goodwill 
toward the colored race, should 
have organized in opposition to the

timid officials that it is not political 
suicide, in Arkansas, either to obey 
the Federal courts or to show tol- 
erance and Christian charity in ra- 
cial matters. We need a Christian 
Citizens Council for the purpose of 
taking a stand on moral issues. 
Many of our churches are laboring 
earnestly to advance the cause of 
justice and racial tolerence but we 
need an_ interdenominational po- 
litical-minded organization to assist 
them.” 

From another letter, “Not only 
has the honor and honesty of the 
School Board been smeared but ev- 
ery voter in Arkansas received his 
share of the defilement.” Another 
reader wrote, “Arkansas has placed 
herself in the ranks of the back- 
ward in the eyes of the nation and 
the world.” And an editorial com- 
ment, “The national publicity which 
Little Rock is receiving must in- 
evitably cancel out much of the 
good effects of the national adver- 
tising campaign which has been the 
pride of the Arkansas Industrial 
Development Commission.” 

A leading Arkansas businessman 
has sent us a special report which 
we summarize: “Gov. Faubus was 
elected on a platform of moder- 
ation, overwhelmingly defeating a 
rabble - rouser and race - baiter — 
which should have been indication 
enough of the way the majority of 
Arkansans felt about integration. 
Apparently he was won over to 
segregation or forced to go along— 
or have his legislative program tor- 
pedoed. Within the last two or three 
weeks Gov. Griffin of Georgia was 
in the state. We feel he may be 
responsible for Gov. Faubus’ action, 
but we are still puzzled, shocked 
and embarrassed. At least 75 per 
cent of the young people of Ar- 
kansas would not object to inte- 
gration if their elders did not inter- 
fere. 

“Business leaders are not pleased 
with Gov. Faubus’ action. At a re- 
cent Rotary Club lunch in Little 
Rock, the speaker, who is dean of 
the School of Engineering at the 
University of Arkansas, comment- 
ed that it would ‘probably take Ar- 
kansas 25 years to overcome the 
harmful publicity Faubus has 
brought to the state.” I saw many 
men nod their heads in agreement.” 

Most of the ministers of the lead- 
ing churches condemned Gov. 
Faubus’ recent action in the strong- 
est language permissible to men of 
God. Unfortunately, it was the one 
obscure preacher who dwelt not 
upon Christian charity but. upon 
“state rights” who was flashed over 
network TV. But the pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Little Rock, 


one of the largest Baptist congre-

much prayerful guidance. Most of the people dreaded integration but 
were facing it with courage and Christian grace. Their betrayal stands in 
bold contrast to the situation in Nashville, a city further South, where 
much more trouble might have been stirred had not capable police officers 
and conscientious citizens been given a chance to move with order. 

THE U. S. POSITION IN THE COLD WAR is seriously weak- 
ened by these racial conflicts. Especially since the flare-up this September 
came just as the U. S. was rallying its allies for the condemnation of Rus- 
sia in the United Nations because of the suppression of freedom in Hun- 
gary. And the UN action, which could have meant much to turn the tide 
against the Communists, was greatly weakened by the hypocrisy of the 
U. S. position. The foreign press headlined the news and pictures of racial 
oppression in the U. S.—just as our papers did. And the Communists 
couldn’t have bought such a rich haul of propaganda material. When 
mention is made of Russia’s suppression of freedom in Hungary, millions 
ask cynically about freedom in America. 

THE WORLD IS AWARE that the American Negro has precious 
little freedom where it counts most — in jobs, professions, housing and, 
in many areas, in the schools and in his right to vote. Most hospitals and 
doctors’ associations bar Negro doctors, North and South. Few Negro 
surgeons —no matter how skilled and well trained — have hospitals 
open to them, North or South. Negro lawyers are kept out of the Bar 
Ass’ns. — even in Washington, D. C. Many labor unions not only prohibit 
Negro workers from getting better paying jobs but bar them from whole 
craft professions. Very few can ever attain positions of rank in the armed 
services and rarely have they been permitted the privileges of West Point 
or Annapolis — no matter how highly qualified. 

ALL THE ABOVE in fact pertains to the well qualified, able and 
responsible Negro citizen. Most people visualize the problem of integra- 
tion in terms of the hordes of the ignorant and irresponsible. But the 
pressure centers almost entirely around the minority who are capable of 
full citizenship, full service to their communities. If these were given the 
rights they deserve and have earned and which are legally theirs, the 
whole integration problem would vanish. The Negro communities, schools 
and churches would remain much as in the past, except for the acceler- 
ated growth that would come through the inspiration of greater oppor- 
tunity. Much of the poverty and backwardness of the South has been due 
to the poverty and backwardness enforced upon the Negro. Liberate him 
and the prosperity and cultural gains would far outweigh the social threats. 

COMMON SENSE NEEDS TO REPLACE HYSTERIA on the 
problems of racial mixing and intermarriage. Most authorities agree that 
the majority of mixed blooded persons today originated chiefly from the 
era of slavery when the mixing of white with black was commonly prac- 
ticed for economic reasons. Plantation owners of character were not in- 
volved, but plenty of others were. Then, after slavery and until recently, 
a Negro girl betrayed by a white man had no protection, no access to 
justice in the South. Her pregnancy was a joke; if she complained she 
was threatened. Most of the mixing has come, not from the long word 
intermarriage, but from the short word of three letters — sex, without 
marriage. Intermarriage between the white and black races has always 
been comparatively rare and will always be so. (Sociologists contemplate 
the break-down of racial blocs more in terms of yellow mixing with 
brown, brown mixing with black. The light yellow and light brown mix- 
tures will intermarry with whites only when psysiological differences are 
less striking. This has been the pattern in Hawaii, Malaya, North Africa.) 

BUT HATE DEFEATS ITSELF: That is the lesson the American 
people can learn now. The pictures of white teen-age mobs, their faces 
distorted with ugly hatred, screaming into the taut but quiet faces of two 
or three Negro youngsters, burned deeply into millions of minds. The 
amazing restraint, courage and dignity of the Negro children and teen- 
agers, of the Negro pastors who were beaten up by white scum but who 
made no effort to strike back or incite Negro mobs to defend them. . . 
there is something being written very deeply on the heart of man by such 
a record. The untaught are teaching the wise. 


HE DANGER OF WAR IN THE MIDEAST has been much re- 
duced by the strong objections, among friendly world statesmen and 
diplomats, to the U. S. air-lift of arms to Jordan and other Arabian cen- 
ters. The N. Y. Times ran a comprehensive survey of this opposition on 
Sept. 10, although most dailies, newsweeklies and radio programs ignored 
this important revelation since it countered their exciting reports that the 
U. S. arms air-lift “stopped communism” in Syria. But the White House 
and State Dept. did hear plenty about these objections and dampened 

down the propaganda over the arms air-lift to “save Syria.”

gations in Arkansas, stated recently 
in a sermon, “It is a fallacy to make 
God a God of one race, to seek re- 
ligious sanctions for racial differ- 
ences and mistreatment of races .. . 
Will the church be the last to plead 
for the improvements of conditions 
among our minority groups?” 

Dr. Tom Logue, head of Baptist 
Student Union Work in Little Rock, 
has long been known for his leader- 
ship in racial goodwill. Several 
years ago in Memphis, Tenn., when 
a Negro educator was just starting 
to create a Junior College out of a 
group of run-down buildings, Dr. 
Logue enlisted a crew of white col- 
lege students who worked in relays 
all one summer helping to paint 
and repair the buildings; he even 
found some library specialists who 
repaired, classified and _ shelved 
3,000 books that had been donated. 
The part-time student workers were 
largely recruited from the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee Medical School 
and the Baptist Nursing School. 
The job was just barely completed 
by the time the new college opened, 
and the white work crew stayed 
on to mop up the cafeteria and fin- 
ish other menial tasks for the Ne- 
gro students. 





NEGROES AT COLLEGE: Ne- 
gro enrollment in U. S. colleges is 
increasing six times as fast as white 
enrollment. Since 1930, Negro stu- 
dents in colleges have increased 
from 27,000 to 196,000. There are 
nearly 200 Negro professors on fac- 
ulties of colleges that have pre- 
dominantly white enrollments. Of 
all employees of Federal, state and 
local government, 9.7 per cent are 
Negroes compared with 5.6 per 
cent in 1940. 





INDICTMENT: This Newsletter 
has frequently reported instances 
where the U. S. military establish- 
ments have used distortion and ex- 
aggerations to create a state of fear 
in the public mind that would as- 
sure support for huge military ap- 
propriations. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur recently added his voice to 
this indictment of military propa- 
ganda with these words: 


“Our Government has kept us in 
a perpetual state of fear — kept us 
in a continuous stampede of patri- 
otic fervor — with the cry of grave 
national emergency. Always there 
has been some terrible evil at home 
or some monstrous foreign power 
that was going to gobble us up if 
we did not blindly rally behind it 
by furnishing the exorbitant funds 
demanded. Yet, in retrospect, these 
disasters seem never to have hap- 
pened, seem never to have been 
quite real.”

Jesus said that if we resist evil 
with evil, we will be overcome by 
evil. But if we return good for evil, 
we “heap coals of fire” on our ad- 
versary’s head. 


An example of how Washington 
Officials increasingly imitate the 
Communists is found in the present 
State Dept. policy concerning the 
rights of U. S. newsmen to enter 
Red China. 

Walter Lippman, a_ responsible 
observer who is acceptable in the 
most conservative circles, points to 
the new and hitherto entirely un- 
American precedent being estab- 
lished by our State Dept.: Mr. 
Dulles’ statements about U. S. 
newsmen going to Red China con- 
stitutes a bold declaration that the 
responsibilities and work of the 
press must serve as an instrument 
of foreign policy and that the U.S. 
press in foreign countries is sub- 
ject to paramount control by the 
Secretary of State. Mr. Lippman 
quotes the Secretary as saying, “We 
now find it desirable that additional 
information be made available to 
the American people respecting 
current conditions in China.” 

Mr. Lippman comments, “Now, 
by what right and what principle 
does the Secretary of State claim 
to have the power to decide how 
much information is desirable for 
the American people to have? We 
have here the unprecedented im- 
pertinent assertion that the right to 
turn off and the right to turn on the 
tap of news is one of the preroga- 
tives of the Secretary of State. This 
is a usurpation of power which has 
never before been used by our 
Government.” 

The next step in Government 
control of news is clearly implied 
— that those permitted to go abroad 
must do their reporting in a man- 
ner that conforms “to the national 
interest.” U. S. citizens have al- 
ready been forbidden passports be- 
cause their trips abroad were 
deemed to be “not in the national 
interest.” The State Dept. is laying 
down a policy, charges Mr. Lipp- 
man, through which it can control 
what is said about Red China, and 
if a newsman’s reporting does not 
conform “to the national interest” 
as that interest is interpreted by 
political appointees, the newsman 
could be denied his passport. Here- 
tofore, only the tyrants in Peking, 
Moscow and Berlin (during Hitler’s 
days) have enforced such controls. 

In addition, when Mr. Dulles 
agreed to let American newsmen go 
to China but refused the same priv- 
ileges to the Chinese journalists, he 
was aping the Communist’s meth- 
ods of diplomatic dealing. In jus- 
tice to Mr. Dulles, it should be said 
that this latter tactic was obviously 


aimed at mollifying our fanatical

MIDEAST LEADERS stationed in Washington embassies flatly 
questioned the idea that a display of arms impresses the Arabs who might 
be leaning leftward. To the contrary, they maintain that Arab politicians, 
“of whatever stripe, thrive on defiance of the Western powers including 
the U. S.” Furthermore, these friendly officials, especially those closely 
acquainted with developments in Syria, do not believe the Syrian Gov- 
ernment will engage in military aggression. Rather they expect “the men- 
ace to be subversion.” For which, we might add, the Eisenhower doctrine 
has provided little defense. 

U. S. OFFICIALS with experience in the Mideast now openly em- 
phasize that “the Communist party in Syria is of slight importance; gen- 
erally speaking the Syrian Government is not even ‘leftist’ in any ideolog- 
ical sense.”” Most of those described as leftist are anti-Western, anti-Is- 
raeli nationalists who are willing to cooperate with the Soviet for the at- 
tainment of their special objectives. Many of them are well-to-do and 
would not want their property Sovietized. No one dodges the danger to 
which such cooperation exposes Syria from the Soviet, although all ob- 
servers from the Mideast maintain emphatically that Russian domination 
would be as thoroughly resisted as Western imperialism. 

IN A NUTSHELL: Here is an immensely rich area, populated by 
impoverished retarded people who have been stirred to religious fanati- 
cism by the establishment of Israel in the heart of their Islamic lands and 
who are now subject to the machinations of ambitious native political 
leaders or corrupt medieval monarchs. All this leaves the area wide open 
to the upheavals that invite Communist infiltration. Dumping assortments 
of modern weapons into the hands of primitive kings and ambitious poli- 
ticians — while we secretly see to it that the Israelis also get arms from 
unknown sources, so the Jewish vote won’t be disrupted at the next elec- 
tion — certainly does not represent constructive, imaginative leadership. 


E ARE MISSING A LESSON in this incident which the world can 

ill afford to overlook. The big commotion over the air-lift of arma- 
ments to the Mideast was typical of the kind of military-political pot-shot 
planning and thinking that has become so terribly out of date. The time 
is almost here when any such move can trip wires that will send guided 
missiles hurtling over continents. How close we came to this, just last year 
when the British and French attacked Suez, the world will never know. 
But it was very close. The blustering threats and counter-threats that have 
long been the first tool of military tactics cannot be permitted in a world 
armed for all-destructive instantaneous war. Most scientists are trying to 
warn the military and the politicians that these habits of thoughts and 
tactical thinking must change. Will we learn before — or after? 


ATCH THE INFLATION: The condensed economic analysis in 

our issue of Sept. 1 pointed out that much depends on whether 

the usual seasonal upswing comes to business activity during these fall 

weeks, after the decisive slow-down throughout last winter and spring. 

At this writing the upswing in business activity has not begun, except for 

a slight increase in such distinctly seasonal items as clothing, footwear, 
fuel. But a rather startling spurt of the inflation has been revealed. 

THE COST OF LIVING is 3.4 per cent higher than a year ago 

and still rising. Meat prices are about 10 per cent higher, rents up 2 per

conservatives who insist that secur- 
ity depends on a doctrine of see- 
nothing, hear-nothing, know-nothing. 

Newsman’s Life in China: When 
the U. S. neswsmen do get to Red 
China, what conditions will they 
face in meeting their professional 
responsibilities? Here’s how Eng- 
lish and Canadian journalists who 
have traveled widely in Red China 
during recent months describe these 
conditions to fellow newsmen in 
this country: It is most difficult to 
get any news in Red China except 
official hand-outs from Government 
information agencies, yet there is 
still absolutely no censorship of 
cabled or air-mailed dispatches. 
Correspondents may go wherever 
they choose and talk to whomever 
they please in the streets, cafes or 
homes. Furthermore, no effort is 
made to force correspondents to 
visit particular places or report on 
specific things, although it is easier 
to follow the beaten paths. 

Veteran Reuters correspondent 
David Chipp has had no official re- 
action to his reporting, either of 
disapproval or approbation, al- 
though he has heard unofficially of 
some displeasure in high places. 
“But no one has tried to influence 
me or alter what I write.” 

It is very difficult, on the other 
hand, to contact any one — offi- 
cials or individuals—except through 
Government channels. If one has 
personal acquaintances, it is easier. 
The greatest barrier to reporting in 
Red China is found in the basic at- 
titude towards what is news. Crime, 
fires, train wrecks, floods are not 
news. Disaster is news only when 
it affects the economy or re- 
quires Government action — the 
distribution of food, evacuation of 
an area, curtailment of transporta- 
tion, etc. Religious celebrations, 
weddings, sporting events, com- 
munity activities never find their 
way into the press except as the 
interests of the official state pro- 
gram are served. In the Communist 
countries there is no “spot cover- 
age” of news, no matter how im- 
portant the event — unless it has 
a pre-planned political significance. 
Newsmen find the officials always 
polite, extending traditional cour- 
tesies. 


On the personal side, living con- 
ditions are excellent, hotel accom- 
modations reasonably cheap and 
good. Chinese food is superlative 
but the European cuisine very poor. 
Western style beer and hard liquor 
are unobtainable, but Chinese spir- 
its are available and potent. There 
are no night clubs, no night life. 

ONE HUNDRED FLOWERS 
WILTED: The American press is

Mao Tse-tung proclaimed a softer 
political line which indicated that 
the party would welcome criticism. 
Mao called it the “one hundred 
flower” doctrine (after a Chinese 
proverb about a garden being most 
beautiful when it includes many 
types of flowers). But a torrent 
of criticism indicated that dissatis- 
faction in Red China was deeper 
and more impassioned than anything 
the party rulers had expected. The 
crackdown that followed — with 
purges in the party and arrests of 
educational and community lead- 
ers — was attributed by most U. S. 
editorial comment to a deliberate 
maneuver by: Mao. His invitation to 
greater freedom was labelled a trap 
to expose anti-Communist mal- 
contents. 

This view in the American press 
conflicts with the opinion of the 
most responsible veteran observers 
on the Red China scene. These 
men, many of them stationed in 
Hong Kong and Tokyo after years 
of service in China, are convinced 
that a genuine and important split 
exists in the Peking Red leadership, 
similar to that which is known to 
exist in Russia. One powerful fac- 
tion would permit more freedom, 
would increase the general welfare 
of the people, even at the cost of 
the party program, in order to stem 
growing discontent. A still larger 
faction, however, would still keep 
an iron fist over the populace. This 
split is believed to be very deep 
and will increase in intensity as 
Mao Tse-tung grows older. Mao 
himself seems to keep above the 
party struggle, supporting which- 
ever group holds the balance of 
power. 


Chinese Student Revolt 
The hopeful news that continues 
to come out of Red China daily 


concerns the spreading revolt 
among Chinese students. Just after 
our last issue went to press with its 
brief survey of the new outreach 
towards truth and freedom by 
youth in both East and West, we 
received additional information on 
this trend. 

Peking Government publications 
openly express grave concern over 
the problem of student unrest. ac- 
cording to dispatches appearing in 
the Hong Kong press where the 
news desks maintain many contacts 
behind the Bamboo Curtain. The 
most pronounced rebellion centers 
in the technological and engineer- 
ing schools which are particularly 
important to the Communist dicta- 
torship. The dissatisfaction arises 
not only over the Marxist teaching 
methods which are propaganda-lad- 
en and allow no free discussion, but 
there is also open rebellion against 
the methods of assigning jobs to

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cent, apparel a little higher. It costs 4 per cent more to maintain your 
home because of the boost in the fuel costs and household equipment, 
and 7.5 per cent more to maintain the family car, chiefly because of high- 
er prices slapped on oil and gas by the oil corporations. These U. S. 
Dept. of Commerce findings are rather alarming because they top an 18- 
year period of steadily increasing inflation which has reduced the value 
of the dollar by half. And in the last two years the inflation has acceler- 
ated — at the very time the Administration was trying to slow it down. 
Inflation is like cancer; the longer it grows the faster it grows. 

INCREASED ECONOMIC STRESS is bound to come unless this 
inflation is checked. Since many of the large corporations, including the 
press and radio industries, are still skimming off the cream from the infla- 
tionary market, the disaster the inflation can create is not being brought 
home to the average citizen. The press simply ignores the plight of over 
half our people on the grounds that “hard times” talk hurts business. Espe- 
cially is there warning in the fact that the measures taken by the Admin- 
istration have increased the profits of banks and larger corporations, while 
high interest rates and higher prices increase the burdens of the ordinary 
consumer. With representatives from big business directing the Adminis- 
tration’s financial policies it will be impossible to persuade millions of lit- 
tle businessmen, farmers and employed people that this maneuver has not 
been deliberate, although no doubt sincerely aimed at checking the infla- 
tion, but on a “help me first” protectionist basis. With the great oil, steel 
and auto manufacturers arrogantly ignoring Eisenhower's plea for indus- 
try and labor to hold the line after years of pyramiding, record-breaking 
profits, the evidence of self-seeking, rather than seeking the public good, 
will be damning. Pricing and wages by the steel, oil and auto giants set 
the pace for prices and wages in all industries. But these Big Ones can 
control prices, push through price hikes when they want them. After their 
action has lifted living costs notches higher, the small businessman and 
farmer must pay higher wages and costs, but the little companies can’t 
raise prices. So the teeth of the inflation go deeper into the little people 
while the big ones escape. The large industries even profit by the plight 
of others in that they gain advantages in the scarce labor market, in se- 
curing credits and raw materials. 

THE ADMINISTRATION HAS THREE MORE YEARS TO 
GO: Unless there is a reversal of policy soon, both on the part of business 
and the Administration, the damage may go beyond repair. If Democratic 
party liberalism doesn’t take the lead, then some kind of a labor-consum- 
er-peoples movement will burst through all political barriers and start 
something entirely new in political and economic reform. We'll come out 
about where England has been during the past ten years. A dim prospect 
now — but a continuation of present trends will hasten it. 

LABOR LEADER WALTER REUTHER has already sounded 
the warning. Reuther is courageous, ambitious and has much ability. His 
demand that the auto manufacturers lower their prices by about 3 per cent 
was a ground-breaking maneuver. Reuther pled for this move so that the 
cost of living would not go up: thus labor could then have held the line on 
wages. Labor leaders in the oil and steel industries asked for similar action. 

THE SCORN HEAPED ON REUTHER for this very sound re- 
quest has in it the distant death-rattle for free-wheeling free enterprise as 
we know it. It is impossible for a labor leader to hold back demands for 
higher wages when the workers have knowledge of exorbitant profits be- 
ing made in their industries, while the worker sees his pay check shrink- 
ing faster than his wage gains can balance. The proposal to hold the line 
on wages, if industry would lower prices, has been slow coming. 

PROSPERITY IS ONLY REACHING ABOUT [5 PER CENT 
of the families of the U. S., which underscores the fact that a lot of peo- 
ple can get hurt quickly. As we have previously reported, it takes an in- 
come of $7,156 to buy and maintain a minimum quality new home today 
(costing about $11,450). And the National Housing Conference reports 
that only 15 per cent of urban dwellers earn that much. Including low 
rural incomes, less than 10 per cent of our present population can be said 
to enjoy the boom prosperity. The Census Bureau reported on Sept. 9 that 
half the families in the U. S. earn less than $4,783 — that’s way under 
what is required for minimum standard housing and living. About 40 per 
cent of American families receive less than $3,000 annually and 20 per 
cent have incomes under $2,000. The public isn’t hearing about all these 
who are now submerged under the glitter that is neither gold nor justice. 

There are still no signs of a traditional depression. Our $275 billion 
public debt requires an abundance of cheap dollars, so the inflation will 
continue. But it must be controlled. And can that be done within the 
framework of freedom unless men will control themselves?

graduate students through

The long-range plans of the Pe- 
king Government depend almost 
entirely upon highly trained techni- 
cians. But science students must 
be thoroughly indoctrinated with 
the Communist ideology. When 
the; demand greater opportunity 
to study and freely discuss non- 
Marxist philosophies in the face of 
the Communist teachings, when 
they demand freedom from the 
bureaucracies to pursue their pro- 
fessional careers, the whole Marx- 
ist structure begins to crack at its 
base. Hoping to ward off outbreaks 
of violence, the Red dictators have 
usually kept the police away from 
all campuses and have depended 
chiefly upon persuasion to bring 
the students back in line, although 
a few leaders of student rebellions 
have been executed. In trying to 
explain the situation, Government 
periodicals have stated that 82 per 
cent of the students are from up- 
per class families and consequently 
are still “contaminated with bour- 
geois and imperialist ideas.” Com- 
mented one observer, a long-time 
resident of China, “Behind the stu- 
dent situation remains the rebel- 
lious peasant population, the oldest 
and most completely independent 
society in the history of the world, 
who by and large still have, with 
characteristic ingenuity, managed 
to evade State controls. If they 
can’t sell communism to the stu- 
dents and the peasantry, the Marx- 
ists are building on sand, and they 
know it.” 


China will never go back to the 
old ways, for the old ways had be- 
come exorbitantly wasteful and 
doomed China to servitude under 
the dominant Western industrial 
powers. But out of over 4,000 years 
of political experience, much of it 
with democratic freedom at high 
cultural levels, the sophisticated 
Chinese mind will never submit to 
the crudities of Marxist dictation. 


These trends are of great impor- 
tance to us, but American policy is 
being dominated by men of such 
limited vision that they see our re- 
lationship with great China in even 
more crude and immature terms 
than do the Marxists —that the 
only way to deal with a great peo- 
ple is by threat and insult. Of 
course, Red China’s leaders have 
used threat and insult against the 
U. S. whenever we have crowded 
our planes and guns against their 
frontiers. But when we have the 
good judgment to replace our over- 
ly aggressive “defensive” tactics 
with international police power, 
goodwill and understanding instead 
of threat and insult, then we will 
restore reason and security for 
both China and ourselves. 
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
